Circus Beasts Have Reason for Everything 
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“Honest Bill” Tells Difference in Crocodile and Alligator and Why a Lion “Fasts” on the Seventh Day; Interesting Study 


Do you know the difference be­ 
tween an alligator and crocodile; 
the age an elephant attains; that ^ 
lion in captivity must be fed six 
days and starved one; that all ani­ 
mals for some reason are drawn to 
the lion by th^ sound of his roar; 
that very few specimen of the black 
leopard family are to be found; 
that animals live in climates where 
the foliage has a likeness to their 
color; that hyenas are the most 
ferocious of beasts and that an^ele- 
phant can out run a race horse? 
Or do you know that 
a 
bear. 
never hibernates; that the hump in 
a camel’s back is where he stores 
his food and that he has five stom­ 
achs in which he stores water; that 
the zebra is the oldest strain of the 
ass, and, although he 
hat 
little 
sense, is the most beautiful animal 
known; that the bald eagle does 
not become bald until it is two 
years old?

be found that they are more con- 
spicious and numerous than those 
on an illigator. Crocodiles are more 
ferocious and will respond to a fight 
much quicker. 
It seems unbelievable that an ele­ 
phant could catch a race horse. 
After watching the bjg. clumsy ap­ 
pearing mammals rock to and fro 
at the end of their chains at the 
fair grounds, and then see them 
with speedy race horses prancing 
about in the big grazing arena, it 
is hard to credit such a statement 
— until it is all explained. 
Mr. Newton said that while! a race 
horse wduld put forth his best ef­ 
forts in a mile race, it would take 
an elephant that long to get limber­ 
ed up and ready for a real run. 
Then, without much exertion, the 
powerful animal could swing along 
the trail, gradually wearing down 
the horse.

In captivity Mr. Newton said that 
the elephant was capable of walking 
about 7 or 8 miles an hour ana 
that he could run 20 miles an hour 
for an indefinite time.

An elephant is generally about 5<^ 
years of age beforo h ^ is “grown.” 
Then he does not reach old age un­ 
til he is about 275 years of age. 
Some elephants hove been known to 
live 400 years. The one sickness an 
elephant is subject to is pneumonia, 
from which he never recovers. 
It takes a lion from six to sever 
years to mature. They live from 4 * 
to 50 years. In feeding the lions 
at the fair grounds here the keep­ 
ers are instructed to feed them six 
days, but on the seventh the stom­ 
ach needs rest and no meat is g iv en . 
In his native habitat the lion merits 
his name as “king of beasts” by 
the fearless manner "in which he 
conducts himself. None of thq sneak­ 
ing about the brush is his. When 


fighting he does not slump around 
but comes out into the open and 
charges his enemy, whether it bt 
an elephant or a deer. 
When a lion becomes hungry he 
does not wear his paws off hunting 
for beasts to pounce upon. Instead 
he exercises his power as a king, 
marches proudly to a body of water 
and with his mouth held close over 
the surface of the water sends out 
roar after roar. One of the peculiar­ 
ities of nature is that qyery beast 
of the jungle, near enough to hear 
this roar, will immediately set out 
to find its source. When an animal, 
drawn by the sound, comes near 
enough, the lion pounces upon him 
and feasts. His favorite time for 
“pulling” this stunt is at night. 
Leopard Accurate. 
A leopard can jump 15 feet as 
easily as a person coaid take a 
step. He generally takes such a 
jump while lying flat in the grass.

FARM PRODUCTS NEEDED. 
Indications are that American farm products will be badly 
needed in foreign countries this year and next. The cotton 
crop last year was the shortest in a quarter of a century and 
there ought to be a good demand for this exclusively Southern 
crop. The outlook for wheat is good, a crop to which a great 
part of Oklahoma looks for prosperity. In speaking of the 
wheat situation, The Wall Street Journal says: 
“Wheat for July delivery sold as low as 113 3-4 at Chi­ 
cago on Tuesday. This represents a loss of almost IO cents 
since the first of March. Better weather in the Southwest 
stimulated a bearish feeling, even if it is doubtful if the 
market is closely analyzing all the factors of the cituation. 
“Before another crop is harvested Europe needs large 
amounts of foodstuffs and must purchase some. Its food crops 
of last year were inadequate and buy it must, or go hungry. 
Ever the European pasture and fodder crops were so badly 
damaged by drought that much livestock was disposed of; 
while the potato and other late vegetable crops were hurt. 
All these things mean an increased need for imported foods. 
The foreign buying has been careful and shrewd in order to 
avoid a violent upturn of prices here, but that it has been 
large is evidenced by the fact that in 1921 agricultural pro­ 
ducts formed over half our exports, and that wheat alone 
amounted to $551,000,000. 
“The Argentine crop has been cut down materially. The 
world has never been far ahead of its food supplies; and now 
Russia, one of the leading exporters of prewar days, is too 
busy sowing Marxian seeds to have time for planting crops. 
It is even buying wheat in the world markets; and if it im­ 
port? what Broomball has estimated as its need, the supply 
would be seriously disturbed. But even excluding Russian 
purchases or purchases for Russian consumption, when the 
crop season closes on July 31, Europe will not be likely to 
have any reserves of grain except what may be afloat on 
the ocean. 
“Today, conditions in Kansas look better than some weeks 
ago, but there have been six months of drought there. The 
ground was so dry that much of last Autumn’s seeding did 
not sprout before cold weather. One rain storm, with a preci­ 
pitation of less than an inch, will not remedy that condition. 
Our winter wheat crop is not yet assured; there are long and 
dangerous weeks ahead of it. Our reserve will be negligible, 
and the spring wheat crop is always more uncertain than the 
winter. Should the United States and Canada have good wheat 
crops, they will be needed; if their crops fall short, the world 
must suffer.” 


Common Honesty In Marriage 
(McAlester News-Capital) 
Judge Thomas P. 
Graham 
for 
more than twenty years has pre­ 
sided over a divorce court at San 
Francisco. His aphorisms on mar­ 
riage and divorce should therefore 
carry more weight than the obser­ 
vations of inexperienced men. 
Common honesty, says Judge Gra­ 
ham, is a cure for the present di­ 
vorce evil. Often a young man who 
earns $150 a month leads the girl 
he is to wed to believe that he 
makes more. This we believe is the 
result of four-flushing at an early 
stage of the matrimonial game. 
Few young men give ^their first 
attention to a girl with marriage 
in their minds. They merely want 
to have a good time and hope to 
make a good impr?s^on. That is 
the foundation of the four-flushing 
idea. When more serious thought in­ 
trudes it is difficult to correct the 
impression, that often by nothing 
more than implication, 
has 
been 
conveyed. 
We believe the woman is often at 
fault for forming extravagant esti­ 
mates of the young man. Possibly 
she is something of a four-flusher 
also. We have in mind the case of 
a young woman who married a man 
without telling him she was in debt. 
She labored under the impression 
that he was wealthy. After marriage 
she found her estimate of his fin­ 
ancial standing incorrect. He wan. 
sued for her debts and fprced to 
pay. 
Overcoming the early coui'ship 
tendency to display evidence of hav­ 
ing more than we possess will help 
toward a basis of what Judge Gra­ 
ham calls “common honesty.*’
